There are two kinds of ink: waterproof and 
water-soluble. As both are chemical products, 
a chemical reaction occurs when they are 
mixed together, and over time the colors will 

fade. You may be tempted to add or mix inks 

when supplies are running low. However, it's 

best not to mix inks at all, even if they are the
